NEW SOCIAL PROBLEMS. 


May e Man Condact His Business as He 
Pieases? . 
Carroll D. Wright says in the cur- 
rent Forum thata great many valuable 
lessops will be learned from the Chi- 
cage strike. While studying its 
phases, its origin, its course, and its 
close, two very far reaching ethical 
economic questions have been con- 
stantly in my mind. These are: First, 
shall a man conduct his business in his 
own way? second, shall the savings of 
‘labor be considered a reserve from 
which labor must draw in order to ea- 
able it to subsist during periods of de- 
pression or of adversity, while the re- 
serve of capital is kept practically in- 
tact under like circumstances, or, if 
drawn-upon at all.in less measure than 
labor draws on its savings? Society has 
long since answered these questions 
in some important particulars It 
says to the property owner, the manu- 
facturer: ‘‘You must not so conduct 
your business as to. injure the property 
of your neighbor, nor must you conduct 
your business in such a way as to in- 
jure the health of your neighbor. No 
property owner can do anything that 
will interfere with the rights and 
privileges of his neighbor, whether 
these rights and privUeges come under 
the head of right of freedom from 6n- 
jury to property or the privilege of 
living without damage to health.” But 
the question which is much more far- 
reaching, and which will inevitably be 
answered by society, relates to condi- 
tions of men rather than to their ma- 
terial surroundings, and this question 
is: “Shall a manor corporation who 
does not, or is not able to, conduct his 
or its affairs so as to avoid public: dis- 
turbance, obstruction of trade, loss of 
wages, or the lowering of the stand- 
ard of living, be free from the inter- 
ference of society?”—-The Times.

DRAGGED FRoM ITS DENS 


The Corruption of the New York 
City Police atid Exposed to Pub- 
He Execrationits Foul Putridity. 
His Karly Struggies, His Person- 
ality, His Politics. 


John W. Goff, another man whom 
the exigencies of the municipal reform 
movement in the city of New York, 
have called to renown, was born in the 


south of Ireland about forty-five years 


ago. In 1865 helanded in New York 
without a dollar, and, like Mr. Strong, 
obtained employment in a dry goods 
store. Finding mercantile pursuits 
uncongenial he devoted his liesure to 
the study oflaw. Thegreat merchant, 
A. 'T. Stewart, who employed him for a 
time, encouraged him in his studies. 
Peter Cooper, the philanthropist, gave 
him a helping hand, and with toil and 
study, through the night of poverty, in

LEVI P. MORTON, GOVERNOR OF NEW YORK. 

Levi P. Morton, the recently elected 
governor of New York, is a republican 
and has the distinction of having came 
within 25000 votes of carrying the city 
of New®York—a closer vote than ever 
was polledin the city for any other 
republican. Mr. Morton is a native of 
Vermont and is 70 years old. After 
acquiring a rudimentary education he 
entered business at the age of 16 as a 
clerk ina country store and persistently 
devoted himself. to. commerce until 
1863, when he established the banking 
house of Morton Bliss & Co., and later 
that of Morton Rose & Co., of London. 
His London firm was the fiscal agent 
of the United States in Europe for ten 
years. Heis now one of the richest 
men of this country. He was elected, to 
congress in 1878, re-elected in 1880 and 
was United States minister to France 
under Garticld. He was twice defeated 
for the senate and in 1883 was chosen 
vice-president with Mr. Harrison. 
Since his retirement from the vice- 
presidency Mr. Morton has spent most 
of the time in Europe, returning just 
before the meeting of the republican 
eonvention by which he was nominated.

Resigns, 


A from Paris says: M. Cas 
imir-Perier has resigned the office of 
president of France. He snnounced 

| his resignation Tuesday evening at © 
specially summoned meeting of the 

| cabinet, having previously told M. 
Challemei-Lacour, the president of the 
senate, of his inability to solve the 
problem by the resignation of Premier 
Dupuy. 

The news of the president's resigna- 
tion spread like wildfire throughout 
Paris, and was received everywhere 
with consternation, amounting almost 
to paralysis. In the newspaper offices 
the first report was considered absurd, 
but was soon confirmed. Almost 
simultaneously crowds began gather- 


ing in front of the newspaper offices: 


and in the public places inquiriag for 
further particulars and discussing the 
situation. ‘The official communication 
written by M. Gasimer-Perier was made 
public before midnight, and is as fol- 
lows : 

“The president of the republic has 
taken a resolution to his official 
functions. Monday's proceedings in 
view of the chamber of deputies are, 
in bie eyes, but secondary incidents 
of the struggle begun against 

rliamentary regime and public lib- 
erty. He had hoped that the president 
of the republic, being unprovided with 
means of action, would remain outside 
the lines of party struggles and that 
the political confidence of all parties 
weuld give him the necessary force 
afl authority. ‘ He had hoped that 
those who, in spite of himself, had 
placed him in a position where he can- 
not defend himself would undertake 
the defense of the first magistrate of 
the state. He has requested the min- 
isters to withdraw their resignations 
provisionally, in order to assure the 
regular transmission of his powers to 
his successor. : 

“Monsieur Charles Dupuy, president 
of the council, has informed the presi- 
deat and the chamber of deputies of 
the dewision of the president of the 
republic, and they are going to con- 
voke varliament with urgeney.” 


On Thursday M. Francois - Felix 
Faure, member of the chamber of 
deputies for Seine-Inferiure, Was 
elected president of the French repub- 
lic to succeed M. Casimir-Perier, who 
resigned ‘Tuesday.

rate explosions, the first two breaking 
nearly every window within a radius 
of two miles. 

When the smoke caused by the suc- 
sessive explosions had cleared away 
the sight which presented itself to the 
survivors was sickening in the ex#reme. 
The ground for a block around the 
scene of the accident was strewn with 
quivering flesh of disme wabered men 
and horses, pinned dowa by fragments 
of the tire engines and burning brands 
from the demolished warehouse. 

The warehouse is ‘literally blown to 
pieces, and a hole 75 feet deep was ex- 
cavated in the ground by the force of 
the explosion. It is feared some bodies 
were thrown into this chasm by the 
foree of the explosion and that they 
have cremated. Owing to the 
nature of the fire and its dangerous 
lovality the entire force of the tire de- 
partment was called out to prevent the 
spread of the Hames’to adjoining build: 
ings, and every member. of the force 
was either killed or wounded except 
three. 

Three policemen who @ad been de- 
tailed te keep @re back were 
killed. Many of the spectators 

instantly killed “and several 
hurled back distance from the 
scene of the tire and rendered uncon- 
peious by. the force of the sheck. Nu- 
merous persons living in the distant 
parts of the city have lost their power 
of hearing and speech from the force 
of the shock.

The news of the president's resigna- 
tion spread like wildfire throughout 
Paris, and was received everywhere 
with consternation, amounting almost 
to paralysis. In the newspaper offices 
the first report was considered absurd, 
but was soon confirmed. Almost 
simultaneously crowds began gather- 
ing in front of the newspaper offices 
and in the public places inquiring for 
further particulars and discussing the 
situation. The official communication 
written by M. Casimer-Perier was made 
public before midnight, and is as fol- 
lows: ~ 
“The president of the republic has 
taken a resolution to his official 
functions. Monday's proceedings in 
view of the chamber of deputies are, 
in b's eyes, but secondary incidents 
of the struggle begun against 

rliamentary regime and public lib- 
erty. He had hoped that the president 
of the republic, being unprovided with 
means of action, would remain outside 
the lines of party struggles and that 
the political confidence of all parties 
weuld give him the necessary force 
afd authority. He had hoped that 
those who, in spite of himself, had 
placed him ina position where he can- 
notidefend himself would undertake 
the defense of the first magistrate of 
the state. He has requested the min- 
isters to withdraw their resignations 
provisionally, in order to assure the 
regular transmission of his powers to 
his successor. - 

“Monsieur Charles Dupuy, president 
of the council, hms informed the presi- 
deat and the chamber of deputies of 
the devision of the president of the 
republic, and they are going to con- 
voke parliament with urgeneoy.”

AN AWFUL CALAMITY. 


Citizens Slanghtered; Houses Wreeked 
and General Ruin Wrought. 


IX VIOLATION OF THE LAWS. 


Nitro Glycerine Stored in the Midst 
of the City of Butte, Montana, 
and Two Car Loads of Giant 
Powder Explode During & Fire. j 
The Terrible Results, ° 


During a fire at the Montana Central 
railroad yards at Butte, Montana, 
Tuesday evening, several cars of pow- 
der together with a warehouse con 
taining a quantity of dynamite caught 
fire and exploded, kiliing a number of 
firemen ang spectators and ©aimin 
many others... There were three seps 
rate explosions, the first two breaking 
nearly every window within a radius 
of two miles. 

When the ‘smoke caused by the suc 
sessive explosions had cleared away 
the sight which presented itself to the 
survivors was sickening in the exfreme. 
The ground for a block around the 
scene of the accident was strewn with 
quivering flesh of dismembered men 
and horses, pinned dow a by fragments 
of the fire engines and burning brands 
from the demolished ware house. 

The warehouse is literally blown to 
pieces, and a hole 75 feet deep was ex- 
cavated in the ground by the force of 
the explosion. It is feared some bodies 
were thrown into this chasm by the 
force of the explosion and that they 
have been cremated. Owing to the 
nature of the fire and its dangerous 
locality the entire force of the fire de- 
partment was called out to prevent the 
spread of iffe fames’to adjoining build- 
ings, and every member of the force 
was either killed or woubded except 
three. 

‘Three policemen who gad been de 
tailed te keep Ge crowd back were 
also killed. Many of the spectators 
were instantly killed and several 
hurled back distance from the 
scene of the fire and rendered: uncon- 
peious by the foree ot the shock. Nu-. 
merous: persons living in the distant 
parts of the city have lost their power 
of hearing and speech from the force 
of the shock. 

The list of the dead will probably 
reach seventy-five, and the damage. to 
property will be more than $1,000, 000, 

At 2 Wednesday morning 
forty-three dead yodies had been found 
and removed to the morgue. Many of 
them were so shockingly burned and 
mutilated as to be totally unrecognig- 
able. Asmall boy whose names is not 
known was found dead in-the street a 
block and a ha@trom the scene of the 
expjosion, One woman was killed in a 
house a half a block away by an anvil 
thrown through the 

Human hedils, leys und arms were 
scattered for several biocks from the 
scene of the greatest of the three ex- 
plosions. It is believed the complete 
list of the dead caunot be secured for’ 
several days. e 

The first explosion was caused by 
nitroglycerine stored in’ the private 
warehouses of the Kenyon-Connell 
Commercial company, which burned, 
The second came from a car load of 
powder On the railroad track, and the 
third from the warehouse of the Butte 
Hardware company, which ad joined 
that of the Kenyon-Conneil company, 

At 10 o'eluck Wednesday afternoon 
the known number of dead was forty- 
seven. The list will undoubtedly be 
increased when the debris of the ex- 
plosion is removed, as it 1s almost cer- 
tain that bodies lie hidden in the ruins 
of the demolished warehouse.

An American ‘Var Ship Dispatched 
to the Islands, 


Early Saturday morning Secretary. 


Gresham received formal notice that 
there had been attempt at revolution 
near Honolulu on the 6th of this month, 
This notice came in the shape of the 
following dispatch from Minister Wil- 
lis, telegraphed from San Francisco: 
Honotuty, H. L, Jan. 11, 1895. 
Hon. W. Q Gresham, Secretary of 

State, Washington, D. C.: 

At Waigiki Beach, five miles from 
executive building, night of January 
6, uprising of Hawaiins reported, sev- 
eral hundred well supplied with arms 
and ammunition, commanded by Capt. 
Nowlain and RW. Wit@x. Hon. ©. L. 
Carter, late cffimissional, killed first 
night. Desultory fighting ever) day 
since, without further loss of life or 
property to government. Three Roy- 
alists killed and fifty taken prisoners. 
Over fifty non-combatants, mostly 
whites, arrested, including three ex- 
attorney-generals and many prominent 
citizens. .Martial law declared Jan- 
uary 7. No vessels allowed to leave. 
All other islands reported quiet. Crisis 
thought to be over, but excitement 
still intense. President Dole expressed 
to me his gratification that no national 
ship has been @ port during this dis- 
turbance. Arms reported to have been 
brought from Vancouver by Norma.

Monday. She had a small passenger 
list, as some of those who intended to 
make the pleasant ocean voyage decid- 
ed that Hawaii is a good place to keep 
away from at present. The most con- 
spicuous part of her cargo will be 2,000 
stands of arms and about 75,000 rounds 
of ammunition that is being shipped 
to representatives of the govérnment. 
The shipment is stored in the hold near 
the hatches so it can be reached quick: 
ly and landed as soon 4s the steamer 
arrives at heg destination. —

SENATOR MARION BUTLER. 


President of the National Far ’ Al- 
Hance and a Strong rope 

Marion Butler, who was elected by 
the general assembly of North Carolina 
Jan, 22, for a‘six years’ term in the 
United States senate to succeed Gener- 
al Ransom, was born in Sampson coun- 
ty, N. C., May 20, 1863. His. great 
grandfather, James Butler, settled in 
Sampson county in 1760, and was a sol- 
dier in the revolutionary war. One 
hundred years later his father, Wiley 
Butler, entered the confederate army. 
\t the close of the four years’ struggle 
the subject of this sketch was a child 
in his mother's @€rms. -He was raised 
on his father’s farm, ten miles from 
the county seat, and within three miles 
of where his grandfather, James But- 
ler settled. 

He was prepared for college ‘by his 
mother and-at Salem high school. He 
entered the University of North -Caro- 
lina in 1881, and graduated in 1885. 
During his senior year at the univer- 
sity he studied law in agdition to his 


regular college course and could have’ 


entered the legal profession the same 
year, but the sudden death of his fath- 
er at this time called him home to take 
charge of the business. His father had 
made sacrifices to educate him from the 
proceeds of his farm, and he at once 
went to work to assist his mother in 
educating his younger brothers and 
sisters. To this end he took charge 


it for three years, and at the same 
time superintended the farm. 

In 1888 he was elected president of 
the Sampson County Farmers’ Alli- 
ance. In a few weeks he bought the 
Clinton Caucasian and soon built it up 
to be one of the largest and strongest 
weeklies in the state. In 1890 he was 
elected to the state senate after a hard 
fight as the champion of the railroad 
commission. Under his leadership the 
present railroad. commission law was 
enacted, and a movement put on foot 


to enlist its property and pay just taxés 
on the same. It was a-hard and bitter 
fizht. but the people triumphed. In 
is9ishe was elected president of the 
State Allianee of North Carolina; in 
1892 he was elected by acclamation, 
‘The same year he was elected vice- 
president of the National Alliance,

THE INFLUENCE OF LAWS RE- 
LATING TO MONE® 


Some of the Books Which Have Shaped 
the Destiny gf Nations—Books and 
Papers Doing a Goria Wa To- 
day. 


Only one hundred and twenty years 
ago the first book, the first earnest in- 
vestigation, on political economy was 
written. No man had ever attempted 
before to study out and write down 
the influences of laws and customs, re- 
lating to money, land and commerce 
of a nation. That was Adam Smith’s 
“Wealth of Nations.” Think how crude 
would be the science of medicine, geo- 
logy, geography, astrom@my and all 
sciences if they had so recent start! 


It was fifty-nine years later—1817—be- : 


for® the next work of value appeared. 
Since which time, however, works of 
increasing value have @ppeared with 
phenomenal rapidity. It one thing 
to discover a truth, but quite another 


‘to get the people to understand and 


act on it. But today ent meaty of 
books on money, land, co erce and 
labor are multiplying like. leaves of 
the forest. It is nothing for me to 
receive half a dozen new books, all by 
men who think, in a single day’s mail. 
I have one catalogue which, though 
printed several years ago, contains the 
title to several thousand works of some 
phase of the social problem, and since 
that time more books of greater Value 
have been issued. In all the blackness 
and oppression, the apparent hopeless 
ness of the masses, this one fact gives 
me comfort and hope for the future. 
The civil conditions could not — be 
changed until the people knew the na- 
ture of the ills and the remedy; they 
could not learn these until they had 
books and teachers; these they could 
not have until men had studied, wrote 
and published. All these have been 
done and men and women are teaching 
the truths with the enthusiasm that 
can only be born of sincerity. These 
books show that the educated, the re- 
fined, the well-to-do, become adherents 
first. Every book reaches and appeals 
to a certain strata of society and the 
millions and millions of books are do- 
ing the work of turning the people into 
thinkers into mere followers of sense- 
less and harmful customs, usages and 
ideas. Books and papers are today do- 
ing the work of getting the people out 
of crude, barbarous ideas regarding 
money, land and human rights, as they 
have slowly been enlightened on other 
subjects. Judging from the influences 
at work, the advance made so far, and 
the temper of the people. I cannot 
think that most radical changes in so- 
ciety can be delayed beyond 1909. If 
the conservative classes oppose it, as 
kings opposed any change that any 
wise affected their privileges (and a 
large class is benefitted by the ignor- 
ant ideas on these subjects held by the 
masses), I say if the tactics of kings are 


-adopted to suppress this growing intel- 


ligence, it will be carved out in a man- 


ner that our forefathers rid themselves | 
of kingceraft, or that latter sense of jus- 


tice and harmony wiped out chattel 


slavery. One way or the other the | 


ideas. that are at present gaining a 


majority will find expression in laws | 


to some extent within the next decade. 


If in the peaceable, sensible way it will | 


be little by little, feeling the ground 
carefully at each step, but if this way is 
suppressed, the other way will as cer- 
tainly result as our forefathers ap- 
pealed to it when the king spurned 


their petitions, or as they wiped out | 


chattel slavery with the best blood of 
the north and south, because capital, 


dominate bat great, though somewhat 


shattered organization. The democrat- 
ic party for years past have asked the 
people for a chance to bring peace and 
prosperity to their doors. Two years 
ago that request was granted, and what 
has been the result? Not a_ single 
pledge has been redeemed or a single 
promise kept, but the entire machinery 
of the party has been placed in the 
hands of that class of individuals who 
have been in the past and are now the 
abiding curse of the great plain people 
of this country. The people had a 
right to expect relief from the demo- 
cratic party, and the results of last No- 
vember may be taken as a lively re- 
minder of their disappointment, and 
I venture the assertion that if the pres- 
ent bill becomes a law the people at 
the next election will wipe out the last 
vestige of the democratic party.” 


THE CURSE OF INTEREST. 


Let the Function of Banking Be Ad- 
ministered by and for the People. 
The Philadelphia Evening Item, a 

daily paper of 200,000 circulation, pub- 

lishes the following brave and lucid 
editorial utterances: — 

“There is a halo of glory and ‘re- 
nown’ around the brow of the bank 
president, which requires analysis in 
order to understand its true worth. 

“In England this halo is far larger 
than in this country; mainly, beceause 
we have had so many wildcat bank 
presidents in our midst who. have 
thrown considerable dirt upon the pro- 
fession. 

“In England the bank president is 
recognized in society as the next door 
to a lord, and-in cases he, in the gen- 
eral estimation, takes rank with even 
higher titled people. 

“All this ‘glory’ is part and partial of 
that which belongs to the pawnbroker, 
nothing more or less. 

“Now, the only difference between 
the bank president and the pgwnbroker 
is the size of the loan; there is no 
other. 

“If it be said that the bank president 
does not charge usurious rates of in- 
terest, it is replied here that such a 
speaker is not very weil posted in the 
rates charged in this country in distant 
and outlying districts; a few years ago 
40 per cent was common enough in 
Texas and elsewhere, and thought all 
right by neighboring national banks; 
but this rate ‘busted’ the borrowers 
in a very short time. During the last 


few years the rate of the same bank | 


presidents has been reduced 20 per 
cent, and even 15 in cases, and all these 


rates were to farmers who gave their 


property in security, property they 
then held free from incumbrances; in 
other. words, they gave strictly first- 
class security. 

“Even the 6 per cent which prevails 
here in the east is greater than the 
earnings of the average industry. Stat- 
istics prove that /statement beyond all 
reasonable question. 

“This is well known and admitted 
by any well-infromed insurance com- 
pany. 

“Therefore what is the difference be- 
tween the pawnbroker who swamps his 
victim inside of a few days or months, 
and the bank president who is gradu- 
ally but surely sapping the life blood 
out of industrial enterprise? 

“It is high time that the ‘halo and 
glory’ surrounding the banking busi- 
' ness should be relegated to the rear, 
because it is greatly the cause of the 
ignorance of the people as to what 
these usurers are actually doing. in 
their own behalf and at the people’s ex- 
pense. 

“A large part of the press which sup- 
ports these usurers really toady to this 
‘glory and halo;’ they are now naming 
it ‘conservatism;’ but this word is used 
to denote precisely what the average 
pawnbroker is doing, nothing more nor 
| less. : 

“There is nothing whatever of a per-

shall nevertheless be paid in standard 
gold doliars, it being the policy of the 
United States that its creditors shall at 
all times be paid in the best money iu 
use.” 

Mr. Stewart, populist, of Nevada,

COSSACKS ON HORSEBACK. 


Only a Few of Them Are Acrobatic 
Cavalrymen, 

The principal exercise in which the 
Cossacks excel reminded me very much 
of what I was familiar with at West 
Point when the boys were free to in- 
dulge their taste for gymnastics on 
horseback. Our cadets—at least a largo 
proportion of every class--are quite as 
clever with their horses as the average 
Cossack. I have seen them stan ou 
the horse's back and gallop in that 
position, vault in and out of the saddle 
while the horse is galloping, reach 
down and pick up objects from the 
ground, leap hurdles with the horse, 
alighting from the animal Just before 
the hurdle {s touched, and vaulting 
into the saddle as the horse clears 
the obstacle.. I have also seen our West 
Pointers change horses while at full 
gallop, or one take the other belind 
him. All these exercises I have seen 
done,‘ not merely with the saddle but 
without, and not merely in the riding 
school but while riding out on the 
country roads. 

These are the exercises in which the 
Cossack chiefly excels, and it may be 
added in parenthesis that the horse of 
the average Cossack resembles in many 
respects the degenerate beast which 
the government places at the dispost- 
tion of the United States Military Aca- 
demy. .The. Cossack - learns these 
tricks as a boy, when he is allowed 
with his mates to ride the horse bares 
back to water, and incidentally is en- 
couraged to indulge in every manner 
of sport on the way. Ile is encouraged 
also to persevere in exercises of this 
kind, and to be prepared to make an 
exhibition of himself when as a_ sol- 
dler he is garrisoned in towns, where 
such exercises smack of the circus 
rather than of the barrack yard. The 
Cossack {is so often pictured in the act 
of doiug daring things with his horse 
that it has become common to think 
that all Cossacks are up to this work. 
As a matter of fact, It Is only a small 
end select portion that keeps up these 
exerelses, and these are embodied in 1 
special section of the regiment, desig- 
nated “Dshigits.” The Russian regu- 
lations of war order the encouragement 
of these acrobatic cavalrymen, particu- 
larly when they Indulge in any exer- 
cises which may be turned to practi- 
cal account in war, as, for instance, 
leaping over an obstacle and. firing 
at the same time, or compelling the 
horse to stop suddenly and fall to the 
ground, so’ that its body may -be a

AWFUL PERILS OF THE SEA. 


A Ship Assailed by Fire and Storm 
Makes Port at Last, 

The British steamer City of Wake- 
field, Capt. Brahn, from Galveston, 
January 20, via Newport News, Jan- 
uary 29, for Hamburg, with a cargo of 
cotton oil cakes and linseed meal in 
bags, put in at Halifax, N. S., Saturday 
morning with fire in the hold and 
damaged about the decks. 

The fire was discovered Monday 
morning. The decks became red hot. 
Jets of steam were introduced through 
the hatch cover and through the stoke 
hold. ‘The ship was headed for Hali- 
fax. The fire gained headway that 
day, but it was gotten under control 
the next day, when the wind, which 
had been blowing hard from the south, 
worked around tothe northwest and: 
developed a furious hurricane. Moun- 
tainous seas swept fore and aft for 48 
hours. A deck load of 650 cedar logs 
broke adrift and did much damage. 
Seas flooded the cabin and forecastle 
‘and the engineers’ berth. The water 
went down intothe hold. Meanwhile 
the fire spread forward among the 
cotton. 

The northwest hurricane continned 
upto Wednesday night. Thirty tons 
of coal on the deck was washed off. 

Communication fore and aft was 
very dangerous. A seaman named 
Colt refused duty and incited others to 
mutiny. He was placed in irons. The 
carpenter and boatswain were found 
nearly suffocated in their berths by 
gas penetrating the forecastle from 
the burning cotton. The City of Wake 
field is docked, but will shortly haul 
into the stream. She has not yet been 
opened, and steam jets are still play- 
ing into her hold.

We make no charges of corruption 
against any member of the national 
committee, or any one else, but we do 
say that the action pursued by some is 
not consistent with the principles laid 
down in the Omaha platform, or with 
the feeling of the great mass of voters 
who compose the party. It is charged, 
and there seems to be a studied effort 
to create the impression that the ac- 
tion of the St. Louis conference was 
“a wicked and foolish surrender to 
the Chicago socialists.” 

Nothing is farther from the truth. 
The charge is as unjust as it is with- 
out foundation. : 

The Chicago: socialists were repre- 
sented at that meeting. 

They were given a courteous hear- 
ing. 

I heard Mr. Henry D. Lloyd make 
his speech before the national com- 
mittee. It was courteous, calm and 
conservative. He only asked that the 
Populists stand by the Omaha plat- 
form. He asked for no additions to the 
platform, 

If there were any trimmers there 
they were of the national committee. 

But it was impossible for that com- 
fiiittee, as a whole, to make a mistake. 
Among its members were old wheel 
horses that were fresh from the peo- 
ple, and who had grown gray in the 
cause. Years of defeat had not only 
grounded them in the cause, but had 
rendered them discreet. There were 
young men, who, though not so dis- 
creet, were no less loyal to the last 
platform which the people had an op- 
portunity to make. They were ready 
to sail that ship until the people com- 
missioned them with another. 

The address speaks for itself. It is 
in no sense a surrender to the Chi- 
cago socialists—so far as the People’s 
party is concerned. 

If there were men there who sought 
to trim the platform, or to recede from 
any. part of-it, and they were pre- 


socialists, then, so far as they were 
concerned, it might have been a sur- 
render. If so itis one for which the 
party proper owes a vote of thanks to 
the Chicago socialists. 

One great trouble is, many of our 
Washington friends breathe the polit- 
ical atmosphere of that rotten city 
so much, and drift so far away from 
the people, that their judgment be- 
comes warped. And we do not mean 
by this to charge corruption to any 
man. In Washington it is a constant 
fight for spoils. With us plebiaus it 
is a fight for bread and for principle. 
We are going to venture the sugges- 
tion tliat the politics of the country 
would be greatly improved, if our 
leaders. and statesmen would ‘take 
frepuent. and prolonged country 
baths—that is, mix more with the 
common herd. 

Now as to making free silver the 
sole issue. Nine out of ten of the Peo- 


ple’s party do not favor it. To force 


it upon the party with this sentiment 
against it, would have been ruinous. 

And what were we to gain by it? 
A few adherents of silver that have 
not yet been able to muster the cour- 
age to leave a gold bug party. 

The silver men say they are going 
our way—that is a part of the dis- 
tance. We invite them into our wagon 
to ride. 

But they object unless we take off 
the wagon bed and all ride together 
on the running gears, as far as they 
go, and then leave us to go back after, 
the wagon bed. 

But we are told they will organize 
a new party. 

They have already been telling us 
that but two parties could exist. But 
what if they do organize a new party? 
From whence will they draw their re- 
cruits? From the two old parties and 
the political trimmers from the Peo- 
ple’s party. We can well afford to con- 
tribute our share of the recruits. 

The People’s party occupies the 
same position now that the republi- 
can party did in 1858 and 1860. Let it 
stand solid as the republican party 
did then, and let the other parties 
split as they did then, and as they 
threaten to do now, and the People’s 
party will win in 1896. 

At least we can gain nothing by 
temporizing. The logie of events will 
pitch the gauge of battle.

830.575: an increase over the previous 
year of $2,421,228. The income frow 
corporate investments was $149,649 bl 
an increase over the previous year ol 
$7,688,833; making a total income above 
operating expenses of $542,450,19" The 
deductions from this income by what 
is known as ‘fixed charges’ —which in 
cludes interest, rentals, taxes, caiaries

SENATE. 

Firry-Seventa Dar.—Senator Hill's 
resolution reaffirming the policy of 
bi-metalism, but pledging the payment 
of all obligations, in the event of fail- 
ure to maintain parity between silver 
and gold, inthe coin of the highest 
value, came up for debate, with the 
substitute offered by Mr. Sherman, 
and occupied the sé@nate during the 
morning hour. Both resolutions went 
to the calendar.—The agricultural bill 
was then taken up aod its considera- 
tion consumed the the time until 4:25 
when the senate adjourned. 

Furrx-E1euta Day.—The resolution 
by Mr. Stewart, declaring that balce 
is no authority in law for the purchase 
of gold coin in preference to other 
coin, gave rise to further financial de- 
bata but) went over without action.— 
The agricultural bill was taken up and 
passed. It appropriates $3, 292, 550. — 
The free coinage bill reported from 
the finance committee was laid before 
the senate, and every effort to put it 
aside was voted down, and the sen- 
ate adjourned with the understanding 
that a vote is to be taken tomorow. 


Firta-NintH Day. — The expected 
vote on the silver bill did not take 
place today, the opposition fillibusting 
to prevent it, and the bill went over.. 
—A Dill was passed appropriating 
£40,000 to aid in the erection of a mon- 
ument to the heroes of the revolution- 
ary war.—Mr. Wilson, the new senator 
from Washington was sworn ip.—The 
hour of meeting was fixed at 11 o'clock. 
—The following resolations were 
offered by Mr. Wolcott: ¢€ 

Resolved, That it is the sense of the 
senate that the welfare and prosperity 
of the United States require the enact- 
ing of a law for the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. 

Resolved, That in view of the fact 
that this congress will expire by law 
on the 4th of March, and that there 
are important appropriation bills re- 
quiring the attention of the senate, # 
is the sense of the senate that consid- 
eration of such law be not entered 
upon at this session of congress. 

The resolutions went over and the 
senate adjourned. 

DIXTIETH VAY. — ine resoition 
last night by Mr. Wolcott was laid be 
fore the senate and Mr. Jones having 
announced that the friends of the silver 
bill would not proceed further with it 
this session, the resolution was laid 
aside without formal action, and the 
silver bill went to the calendar,—The 
Indian appropriation bill was taken 
up, and the debate on silver was con- 
tinued under it.

Interesting Figures showing Resulte 
ot the Brooklyn Strike, 

The Brooklyn, N. Y., trolley strike 
whieh has lasted thirty-four days has 
fost an enormous amount of money. 
Three million dollars is considered by 
these directly involved, a moderate 
estimate. - When the strike started it 
was stated that Distriet Assembly No. 
=; had from $60,000 to $80,000 in its 
treasury. About $55,000 was subscribed 
by syimpathizers. All this has been 
spent and the $450,000) wages the men 

would have earned has been lost. 

The Brookiyn Heights raitroad com- 
pany was the heaviest loser among the 
roads. Jt is estimated to have lost 
directly $600,000, “The other systems 
have lost close to $300,000. The cost 
to the city and state for the troops is 
expected toexceed $250,000. The damage 
done by cars manned by inexperienced 
motormen is placed at $100,000 more, 
and the loss in earning capacity by the 
military during their stay in Brooklya 
“is conservatively estimated at $250, 000. 
Special ofticers anddeputies cost King’s 
and Queen's counties $650,000 and the 
loss to the business mtn of Brooklyn 
is vonsidered light when placed at 
s7v),000. There were many other 
losses to swell the amount in addition 
to the igeonvenience and the suffering 
caused by the big strike.

ument to the herees-of the revolution- 
ary war.—Mr. Wilson, the new senator 
from Washington was sworn in.—The 
hour of meeting was fixed at il o'clock. 
—The following resolations were 
offered by Mr. Wolcott: < 

Resolved; That it is the sense of the 
senate that the welfare and prosperity 
of the United States require the enact- 
ing of a law for the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. 

Resolved, That in view of the fact 
that this congress will expire by law 
on the 4th of ‘March, and that there 
are important appropriation bills re- 
quiring the attention of the senate, it 
is the sense of the senate that consid- 
eration of such law be not entered 
upon at this session of. congress. 

The resolutions went over and the 
senate adjourned. 

SIXTIETH VAY. — ine resoition 
last night by Mr. Wolcott was laid be 
fore the senate and Mr. Jones having 
announced that the friends of the silver 
bill would not proceed further with it 
this session, the resolution was laid 
aside without formal action, and the 
silver billwent to the calendar.—The 
Indian appropriation bill was taken 
up, and the debate on silver was con- 
tinued under it.

THE CUBAN REVOLT. 


The News:Reeeived at Tampa Arouses 
Intense Enthusiasm. 


BEVOLUTIONISTS IMPRISONED. 


The Rising Precipitated by the Ar- 
rival of Marti and Gomez. Fight 
at Matanzas, Patriot Forces Mov- 
ing on Interior Towns. Cubans 
at Tampa, A Child Orator, 


The first announcement of the break- 

ing out of the revolution in Cuba was 
conveyed to Tampa in the following | 
telegram from New York on Tuesday 
evening: 
, The revolution broke out on Sun 
day. The whole island is in arms 
The Herald says that General Marti 
and General Gomez have lagded from 
Mexico. 

(Signed. ) QUESADA.” 

This telegram was read in all the 
cigar factories here in Tampa, and 
wifh a wild shout the Cubans went 
into the streets, fired with the greatest 
enthusiasm. 

Tuesday night the steamer from 
Havana brought a second supplement 
of La Lucha, which said that the rev- 
olution broke out Sunday soon after 
the arrival of Marti and Gomez from 
Mexico, and that one of the govern- 
ment’s, army officers was serious'y 
wounded in‘a fight at Matanzas. , The 
supplement further stated that Julius- 
Sanguily, a general in the former 
struggle for Cuban independence, and 
Joseph Agnero aud Ramon Perez ‘Tru- 
jillo, prominent Cuban revolutionary 
leaders, had been arrested and cast 
into Fortress Cabano. 

Six different revolutionary force 
have been organized in as many differ- 
errt localities, all fully armed, equipped 
and mounted, and they are moving on 
the towns lying in the interior dis- 
trict. Some of them have been captured. 

It now appears that after the chavr- 
terers of the steam yachts Lagonda 
and Amadis, together with the German 
tramp steamer Baracoa, had given 
bond at Fernandina that they would 
not land their cargoes of arms and 
munitions of war at any revolutionary 
point, they sailed for Vera Cruz, in Mex- 
ico, in order to avert suspicion and es- 
cape possible arrest. At Vera Cruz they 
secured papers from a Mexican port 
which relieved them from the obliga- 
tions of their bonds given inthe United 
States. These men were none other 
than Marti and Gomez, and from some 
port in Mexico, about a week ago they 
sailed for Cuba and landed there last 
Sunday morning. The uprising 
at Matanzas’ and other points on the 
island was precipitated directly by 
their arrival. 

After the men had gone on the strects 
here in Tampa, Cuba, edited by Rivero, 
at once put out a supplement. A meet- 
ing was called in. West Tampa, and 
thousands of people gathered at Yhor 
City where patriotic speeches were 
made by F. Figueredo, Riverory Rivero 
and@thers. 

Martin Herrero was loudly called for 
but was absent. Figueredo said that 
Herrero was not there but that his 
little daughter was—and she mounted 
the improvised platform amid - the 
wildest shouts of the multitude. 

For more than fifteen minutes the 
charming child of ten summers, with 
a heart as pure asthe driven snow, but 
whose every thought and impulsa are 
filled with the deepést. patriotic emo- 
tions for the beautiful. i poured 
forth a volume of impassioned 
quence thatsent athrill of joy through 
the soul of cvery man present, whether 
he wasa Cuban, Spaniard or an Amer 
ican. 

Later: On Wednesday Secretary 
Gresham reccived a cablegram from 
Cunsul-General Williams at Havana, 
saying that during the continuance ¢ if 
the rebellion near Santiago Cuba 
and Matanzas, which began February 
24, the governor-general has issued a 
proclamation declaring those province 
in astate of war, the civil anthouthice 3 
continuing in the exercise of their 
functions and offering full pardon to 
all insurgents who submit to legal 
authority within eight days, and -that 
as a result of this action the island is 
tranquil, and that all recognized 
political factions have given support 
to the government. 


Perils of the Gulf Escaped. 
The Mexican warship 
which sailed from Vera Cruz for 
Orleans February 9th and had 
given up for lost, has turaed up safely 
anchored twenty miles “the 
passes.” The voyage usually requires 
three days. _ For fourteen days La 
Libertad was the sport of the waves, 
and on the 23rd inst., having previously 
lost her sails, her coal gave out. 
Throwing out her anchors, two officers 
and four men were dispatched land- 
ward inanopen boat. After a day 
and night’s hard work they made 
southwest pass light house, and after 
resting proceeded to New Orleans. Ua 
learning the situation of .La Li bertad 
the Mexican consul immediately sent 
a cargo of coal to her relief

FOR THE YOUNG FOLKS. 


NAPOLEON'S “BEES.” 


Some of the children have beeg 
asking the origin and meaning ¢f the 
Napoleonic symbols of which they 
are hearing, so much this winter. 
One of these is the bee, which Napo- 
leon adopted and used as & more 
ancient symbol ofroyalty in France 
than even the fleur-de-lis. *—his is 
the story as the historians tell it. 

When the tomb ef Chiiderick, the 
father of Clovis, was open in 1653 
there were found, beside the arms 
and the skeleton of his horse and 
of his page, a great number of ob- 
jects which were like models of bees. 
These were made of gold and their 
wings sparkled with bits of red stone 
like cornelian. The ‘‘bees’’ - were 
accordingly chosen to be sprinkled 
over the imperial robe as emble- 
-matical of enterprise and activity. 

The most interesting part of the 
story is, however, that these small, 
bee-like ornaments were not bees at 
all. but what the French call 
‘“‘fleurons,’’ which were attached to 
the harness of the war horse When 
the tomb of Tournay was opened they 
were found by the handful and they 
were sent to Louis XIV., who was 
king at that time. They were de- 
posited upon a green background at 
Versailles, and Napoleon adopted 
them as a symbol and green as the 
original Merovingian color.

One Gentid@wan’e Thetry as to How 
the Doge 0 nally Were Marked. 
When in Melbourne last year I went 

carefully over all the doge ip 8 show 

with one of the stewards, and we found 
the spots in all black-@nd-tan terriers, 
foxhounds, deerhounds, collies, lurch- 
ers, ete., but 1 could get no information 
regurding tbem from the experts, Says 

a writer in Nature. 

In some of the hairy-bred toy dogs, 
as the small black-and-tan terriers, I 
found on inquiry that these spots, for 
merly so very conapicuous, were being 
bred out and had nearly disappeared. 
Their persistence through so many 
strongly-marked varieties, except those 
of late date, is singular, for there is 
fairly good proof that when first do- 
mesticated the dog was red, or bright 
brown, like the pariah, dingo, etc. 

As far as | can see wo do not find the 
spots white gn a black or dark ground;. 
nor yet black or dark on & white or 
light ground. My explanation is that 
they have arisen a6 a permanent mark- 
ing after the dogs “sported” to black 
under domesticution, and have been 
preserved and developed through bat- 
ural selection. Possibly they are pro- 
tective and simulate eyes. 

One morning In Asam, just at dawn, 
I had occasion to go out tanto the gar- 
den, and while stopping to examine 
some flowers near a fence partly cov- 
ered with creepers, I suddenly saw an 
animal's head looking through, and 
what seemed to be two black and 
seemingly large eyes glared at me. 
Suspecting that a black leopard was 
about to spring over, I started back, 
clapped my hands and shouted. To 
my relief, however, I saw a tail wag, 
and found that the spectator was a 
coolie’s dog I knew very well, and 
which recognised me. The use of the 
tan spots—in this case at least—then oc- 
curred to me. May it not be that the 
spots thus serve & protective purpose 
and have often saved the lives of dogs 
(black dogs) from their enemies, the 
smaller felines, such as the. clouded 
leopard, ete.? Perhaps the matter is 
not new, but if it is It seems worth 
looking Into. T bave several dogs with 
black bodies und heads. The tan spots, 
rather pale,-are the size of a shilling. 
I have shot one, keeping the skin of the 
head as a curtosity.

RIOT AND ASSASSINATION. 


Unarmed Men are Shot Down at 
New Orleans. 


A BRITISH SUBJECT WOUNDED. 


A Mob of Two Hundred White Men, 

- ‘Thetr Miserable Carcasses Hidden 
in Sa‘;ty Behind Box Cars, Fire 
on Negroes at Work Loading & 
Ship. 


Some time ago the white stevedores 
at New Oorleans, upon some disagree- 
ment with employers, quit work, and 
owners were compelled to make use of 
their crews in loading ships. Last 
week fifty negroes were brought from 
Galveston, Texas, and put to work on 
the wharves. This enraged the strikers 
and their anger culminated last Monday 
in riotous demonstrations during which 
three negroes were shot, two of whom 
are-thought to be fatally wounded 
No arrests were made. 

On Tuesday morning, a few minutes 
after 7 o'clock, while a dense fog pre- 
vailed another riot occurred. The 
scene of the conflict was on the river 
front, between St. Ann and Dumaine 
streets. Three men were killed almost 
gutright, whilea number were wound- 
ba. ‘The killing was done by a-mob 
of white men numbering about 200, 
who were armed with pistolsand Win- 
chester rifles. The negroes were about 
to start to.work on board the steam- 
ship Engineer, lying at that point, 
when white men approached from all 
directions. All were armed and many 
took positions behind box cars and 
poured volley upon volley into the 
nejyroes. ‘Those on the scene say that 
it reminded them of a battle field, so 
fast and furious was the firing. The 
negroes were given no quarter and 
were shot down like dogs. Not only 
were the darkies shot down, but sev- 
eral innocent persons suffered. 

Among those killed was Jules Clice 
Carabee. a shoemaker, who happened 
to be in the vicinity. 

Purser Bane was onthe wharf at- 
tending to some business, when the 
mob appered and began the firing. He 
was about to go aboard the vessel for 
safety, when he was firedupon. Three 
policemen were immediately in front 
of Mr..Bane and they knelt down and 
seeined terror-stricken. One man 
shoved the barrel of a pistol in close 
proximity to Mr. Bane’s head and fired 
Hoe pulled the trigger again 
twice-and the purser fell, bleeding. 
Another man shot Mr. Bane in the 
right arm. (This man is w British 
subject.) as 

In another part of the city a squad 
of negroes going along the levee to 
their work werg tired on and one killed. 
No arrests have been made, the rioters 
at both places having hurried away 
before a sufficient number of policemen 
to deal with them could be assembled 

Governor Foster was seen at 11:45 p. 
m. He was still in consultation with 
the representatives of the commercial 
bodies. He stated that he had reccived 
a telegram of inquiry from Secretary 
Gresham which was also in discussion, 
and he was not willing to give it for 
publication. 

The governor has issued a proclama 
tion calling the militia out to preserve 
order, and they will be on the levee at 
6 o'clock Wednesday morning.

Lands to be Opened for Entry. 
In the early history of our navy the 


policy of setting aside naval reserva: 


tions in the gulf country—Florida, 
Alabama and Mississippi—was estab- 
lished. This was done for the purpose 
of reserving for naval purposes the 
live oak ahd other valuable timber on 
them, then extensively used in ship 
building. ‘The change in naval archi- 
tecture and the practical abandonment 
of wooden ships made the longer 
holding of these reservations useless, 
and Secretary Herbert recommended 
that they be restored to the public 
domain. . Congress approved the 
recommeudation and passed the neces- 
sary law and Secretary Herbert Thurs: 
day certified the lands to Secretary 
Smith, who will open them for settle 
ment under the land laws. The lands 
in Florida are not included and will be 
examined further before being trans 
ferred.

Werk of the Dockery Commission. 

A review of the work done by the 
Dockery joint commission of congress 
created for the purpose of inquiring 
into and examining the status of law 
organizing the executive departments 
has been printed. The greater number 
of the recommendations of the com- 
mission, so far, have been put into 
practical ‘operation, and have from 
time to time been made public. The 
review shows that the entire cost of 
the commission aggregated $41,264, 
while the actual reductions in the gov- 
ernment expenditures, made as a result 
of its works, amount to $607,591. The 
reduction, the review continues, is not 
for the time being only, but will con- 
tinue through each of the coming years, 
The commission, however, feel’ that 
the expedition of the public business 
and added security to the governinent 
in its methods of accounting under the 
new se inaugurated would have 
fully justified its existence, even if 
there had been no diminution in expe- 
ditures. - A census of the departments 
gathered at the direction ef the com- 
mission discloses the fact that in the 
exccutive departments and other gov 
ernment establishments at the national 
rapitol there are employed 17,599 per-

A few figures 
taken at randor@ illustrate the situa- 
tion: 

In Rhode Island not quite 20 per cent 
of the farms were occupied by tenants 
in 1880, while in 1890 over 25 per cent 
were so occupie In Vermont during 
the same period thé increase is from 13 
per cent to 17 per cent, while in Massa- 
chusetts in 1880 8.18 per cent of farms 
were occupied by tegputs, in 1890 over 
15 per cent. In the south, land mort- 
gages are not so common as in the 
west and the bulk of debt is represented 
by crop liens, as cotton is more readily 
turned into money. The per cent of ten- 
ant farmers@n Georgia increased from 
1880 to 1890 from 44 per cent to 58 per 
cent. In Tennessee during the same 
period the increase is from 34 per cent 
to 41 per cent. As a fair index of the 
west: In Minnesota in 1880, 9 per cent 
of the farms were hired and in 1890, 15 
per cent, while over 39 per cent of the 
farms are mortgaged, making 54 per 
cent that are virtually tenants, as the 
occupant of a mortgaged home pays 
interest to the mortgagee amounting to 
a rent, not unfrequently greater than 
the tenant neighbor who makes no 
pretense of ownership. 

The mortgage statistics present a sit- 
uation that cannot but be viewed with 
alarm. In the state of Kansas the 
number of mortgages in force in 1890 
was 298,880 aggregating the amount of 

243,000,000, and proving a per capita 
debt of $170 or an average of $850 for 
each family. We have reason to believe 
that conditions since 1880 have im- 
proved in Kansas while becoming worse 
in other localities. In lowa the mort- 
gage indebtedness amounted to $199,- 
774,171, being a per capita debt of $104. 
In Illinois the per capita mortgage debt 
is $100 or $500 for each family. These 
figures illustrate the situation in the 
center of the great agricultural regions 
of the west. 

The aggregate for the United States 
June 1, 1890, shows that there were 12,- 
690,552 families; of these 2,250,000 occu- 
pied mortgaged homes and farms,while 
8,250,000 were tenants occupying hired 
homes, leaving the number of 2,190,152 
occupying their own homes free from 
encumbrance. The average amount of 
indebtedness on each motgage is $1,- 
257 and the average interest on each 
one is $73.50 annually. Figuring to- 
gether those who are in mortgaged 
homes paying interest, and tenants pay- 
ing rent, we have a total of 84 per cent

A member of the associa- 
tion said to-night nearly all of the 
wholesale dealers have granted the 
butchers’ demand, and that some of 
the dry goods dealers are now com- 
pelled to get their meat supply from out 
of the city. A wholesale dealer ina 
certain brand of hams, he said, had 
been detected furnishing one of the 
“pirate’’ dry goods houses and that a 
boycott of that brand——was ordered. 
The ham has had a sale in nearly every 
state in the Union, but when the dedler 
intimated that he could live ,without 
the trade of the New York butchers, 
the butchers’ associations in other cities 
were notified. The result, he says, is 
a boycott of that ‘particular brand 
wherever it has heretofore been sold. 
The grocers last week-followed the ex- 
ample of the butchers. The Retail 
Grocers’ union is one of the strongest 
trade organizations in the city, having 
an active membership of over 1,200. 
There are as many more retail dealers 
in the city who do not belong to the 
union, but they are almost as a unit in 
favor of the action taken. The grocers 
have notified members of their families 
to boycott all dry goods stores which 
sell groceries and have also. expressed 
a desire to the wholesale grocers that 
they refuse to furnish dry goods houses 
with supplies. Wholesale dealers in 
canned goods have been notified that 
if they wish to retain the trade of the 
members of the union they will signify 
it by discontinuing their relations with 
the dry goods firmg. The butchers 
and grocers confidently expect the aid 
of the liquor dealers of the city in the 
boycott they have started..

A Fatal Mine Explosion. 

In the Verde mine at Manas Prietas, 
Sonora, Mexico, Friday night four 
miners were killed and one fatally in- 
jured by an explosion of giant powder. 
By the force of the explosion two of 
the men killed were blown into a 
winze seventy feet in depth and the 
other two were blown across the winza 
and ervshed beyond all recognition 
against ihe rock of the gallery. .

A SUGAR BARREL FEED CHEST.

similar purpose. Where one has 
room, it is well to arrange several 
barrels in this way, each for a differ- 
ent kind of feed, which makes it con- 
venient for indulging the horses or 
cattle with occasional changes in their 
bill of fare—a change which is always 
gratefully appreciated by them. These 
receptacles keep the feeds free from 
dust and dirt, and vermin cannot éas- 
ily effect an entrance save by gnawing 
through.—American Agriculturist. 


* THE DUCK-RAISING BUSINESS. 

The duck-raising business is un: 
doubtedly still in its infancy, though 
it must be admitted to have made great 
strides within the past few years. Or- 
iginally confined to only a few, it has 
spread rapidly through many parts of 
the East and is extending into the 
West as farn.ers understand better the 
details of the business and the satis- 
factory returns it makes, 

Nobody denies that there is money 
in chickens if skillfully managed and 
marketed ; but those who have tried it 
find there is much more iz ducks. The 
latter require less care, are much freer 
from disease and insects than chickens, 
and their quick maturity enables the 
rapid turning over of money. In ad- 
dition to these must be noted the 
higher market price. : 

_ Although ducks will lay an occa- 
sionai egg during the winter months, 
yet they do not regularly start in un- 
tilFebruary. They will then continue 
to lay for about five months, with a 
few brief intermissions, 150 eggs pet 
annum being a good average. In 
mating, one drake to six ducks is suf- 
ficient. As they lay fora long time 
before becoming broody, it is neces- 
sary to employ an incubator or a hen 
for the earliest broods. For that mat- 
ter, many duck-raisers employ hens 
exclusively for this part of the busi- 
ness, as they make better mothers than 
ducks and are less clumsy in- their 
movements. Duck eggs require 
twenty eight days for hatching: The 
young ducks should not be fed until 
they are twenty-four hours old. Their 
first meal should consist of hard boiled 
eggs mixed with oatmeal, or stale 
bread crumbs soaked in milk. After 
a few days they may be given scalded 
cornmeal or- mashed boiled potatoe: 
fed warm. Grass, clover and other 
‘green food should also be fed, as well 
askitchen waste. Greensof some kind 
are an absolute necessity to ducks. 

Dampness is particularly fatal to 
young ducks and must be carefully 
guarded against. Plenty of fresh 
water must be supplied them for 
drinking purposes, but in such a ves- 
selas to prevent their getting wet. 
They should be kept away from all 
ponds until fully fledged. After this 
access to water promotes cleanliness 
and health. ; 

Ducks of all ages are much heartier 
éaters than chickens, but their gain is 
in proportion, and they are ready for 
market long before, so that the cost of 
production per pound is no more and 
the returns are more rapid. They are 
but little troubled with lice, if proper 
care has been taken to keep the 
mother hen free from these pests. 
Their chief troubles are cramps, leg 
weakness and indigestion. The first 
two are due to damp quarters or over- 
feeding, while the indigestion, which 
shows itself by froth 1n the eyes, pur- 
ple manilibles, ete., result from too 
much uncooked grain. Sudden death 
is usually attributed to large lice. 

Ducks require no roosts, but the 
floor of their houses should be well 
covered with cut straw and the litter 
frequently renewed. The droppings 
of the ducks make excellent manure. 
Many people object to duck-raising ou 
the plea that they make everything 
muday and filthy. While there is 
some truth‘in this the birds them- 
selves are much cleaner than chickens 
and the work of caring for them is 
lighter and less offensive. Those who 
have once gone into the business stay 
in it and generally do leas grumbling 
than other folks. 

I am not advising everybody to quit 
chicken-raising and go in for ducks; 
but Ido think every farmer should 
keop a few, ani after he has gained 


experience and found his market he | 
can start in on a more extended scale | 


if the prospect is encouraging, as it 
generally is. But to make money in 
these days it is essential to stop all 
leaks, to learn the quickest and cheap- 
est method of doing effective work 
and to cut down expenses to the mini- 
mum. ‘hese points are as necessary 
for the duck-raiser to remember and 
observe as they are for the manufac- 
turer or merchant.—New York World.

PRACTICAL PLANS INAUGURATED. 


The State to Have an Exhibit of Her 
Resources at the Great Exposition 
—Board of Control Elected—Money 
For Pledged—The Nica- 

_ Fagus Cane 1 Endorsed, 


Several questions of vital importance 
to the prosperity of the state were 
brought before the delegates from the 
commercial bodies of Alabama who met 
jn Birmingham Tuesday. Perhaps the 
most important action taken was the 
inauguration of a plan to have the re- 
souces of the state exhibited at the 
Atlanta Cotton States and ésAerpa- 
tional Exposition. Pledges of funds 
were made By the delegates present, 
subject to ratification by the bodies 
they represent, as follows:

A board of control was appointed, 
consisting of five members, to repre: 
sent the several interests of the state— 
iro:., coal, lumber, manufactures and 
agriculture, and to have full vontrol of 
the canvass for exhibits and of their 
arrangement at the exposition, The 
plan adopted for raising funds is for 
each city, town and county to select a 
committee on subscription, such com- 
mittees to go to work at once and 
report subscriptions every ten days 
to the board of control, and remit 
funds to the treasury of the association. 
It was estimated that not less than 
85,000 will be required. The board 
of control selected is as follows: 

‘Maj. Frank Y. Anderson of Birming- 
ham, Hon. H. D. Lane of Athens, Mr. 
M. B. Houghton of Montgomery, Hon. 
T. W. Pratt of Huntsville and Capt. A: 
C. Danner of Mobile. 

On the subject of manufactures the 
association recommends that, county 
commissioners and municipal authori- 
ties take legal steps to exempt from 
taxation such cotton mills as may be 
located in the several counties. ‘The 
law now authorizes such exemption 
for a period of five years. It is also 


recommended that the fact of such ex- | 
/emption, as well as other advantages, 


such as cheapness of ma terial, bealth- 
fulness of locality, ect., be made known 
as widely as possible through the 
newspapers. The building of small 
mills on the installment plan is recom- 
mended where large mills can not be 
secured. 

The committee on immigration re- 
ported in favor of a state bureau of 
immigration, and the advertisement of 
our resources by the governor aS eX 
tensively ag possible with the means at 
his command.

BANKERS CONSPIRACY 


MAY FIND THIRTEEN AN UN- 
LUCKY NUMBER. 


Mr. J. W. Shuckers Exposes the Secrets 
of the National Bank Conspiracy te 
Prodace a Panic—Gives the Names, 
Dates and Places. 

Washington, Jan. 5.—Special—Mr. J. 
W. Shuckers, who was private secre- 
tary for Salmon P. Chase during all the 
war. period, has created quite a sensa- 
tion in Washington vy making public 
the secrets of the nationai bank ”“con- 
spiracy to produce a panic and secure 
the repeal of the Sherman act.. He 
goes into the minutiae of the-whole af- 
fair and gives the names, dates and 
places. yg 

An attempt was mude at the last 
session of the i2d congress to pass a 
refunding bond bill, and Villard and 
Don Dickinson were sent to Washiug- 
ton to push the matter. Sherman in- 
troduced such ‘a bill but the effort 
failed. It was then resolved, says Mr. 
Shuckers, to force the passage of the 

ill by wrecking the fortunes of tens 
of thousands of business. men and 
throwing 3,000,000 of men, women and 
young people out of work, with all the 
sorrows and disaster which that im- 
plied. 

He claims that the conspiracy was 
Gro- 
ver.Cleveland, John G. Carlisle, Assist- 
ant Treasurer Jordan, Chas. J. Canada 
and nine national bank presidents, viz: 
Henry W. Camron, Chase National 
Bank; Edward H. Perkins, Importers’ 
and Traders’ National; Geo. S. Coe, 
American Exchange National; James 
T. Woodward, Hanover National; Bray- 
ton Ives, Western National; W.. W. 


Sherman, National Bank of Commerce, 


George C. Williams, Chemical Nation- 
al, and Frederick Tappen, Gallatin Na- 
tional. 

There were nine different conferenc- 
es held before the final details were. 
arranged, and Mr. Shuckers gives the 
dates, places and names of parties in 
attendance. The most important of 
these was the meeting held at the pri- 
vate residence of the president of the 
Chemical bank, at which all.of the 
above named were present except 
Cleveland, and Carlisle -was his direct 
representative. This meeting was beld 
April 27, 1893. 

At this meeting it was resolved to 
bring on a crash by a universal refusal 
to renew loans. The bankers left the 
Williams residence, rushed to the tele- 
wired orders to 
every part of the United States to etop 
loans, and then the crash came. With- 
in twelve days’after this meeting, 
banks and business houses in every 
part of the United States were failing. 

Nothing for years has made a pro- 
founder sensation: than these revela- 
‘tions of Mr. Shuckers. They bear the 
impress of truth. 


THE PRESIDENT’S BILL. 


His Suggestions Formulated Into a Bill 
to Be Rushed. 
Washington, Jan. 28.—Chairman 
Springer, of the banking and currency 
committee of the house, has introduced 
a bill to carry into eect the recom. 
mendations of the President's message. 
He has notified his comniittee to meet 
to-morrow morning and consider the 

bill. The bill is as follows: 

An act to authoiize the secretary cf 
the treasury to issue bonds to maéin- 
tain a sufficient gold reserve and to re- 
deem and retire United States notes, 
and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the ‘senate and 
house of represegtatives of the United 
States of America, in congress assem- 
bled, That in order to enable the tec- 
retary of the treasury to procure and 
maintain a sufficient gold reserve and 
to redeem and retire United States leg- 
al tendér notes and treasury notes is- 
sued under the act.of July 14, 1599. en- 
-titled, “An act directing the pur‘hase 
of silver bullion and the issue ef treas- 
ury notes thereon, and for other pur- 
poses,” he is hereby authorized to issue 
and sell at not less than par, except as 
provided in section 2 of tais aci, United 
States registered or coupon bends in 
denominations of $20 and $5) and mul- 
tiples of said sums respectively, paya- 
ble fifty years after in gold coin of tne 
United. States of the prescut weight 
and fineness and bearing interest aia 
rate not exceeding 3 per cent per an- 
num, payable quarterly ii like ecin; 
and like bonds and the interest thereon 
shal have like qualities, privileges. and 
exemptions as the bonds issued under 
the act approved July 14, 1370, entitled, 
“Ap act to authorize the refunling cf 
the national debt.” ‘Such bonds may 
be sold and delivered in the United 
States or elsewhere as may be deemed 
most advantageous to the inte-ests of 
the government. 

Section 2. That whenever any cther 
legal tender notes or treasury notes 
shall be redeemed in gold they skail be 
eancelled and not reissued; and the 
secretary of the treasury i3_ hereby 
authorized, in his discretion, to receive 
United States legal tender notes and 
treasury notes issued under the ajore- 
said act of July 14, 1890, in payment for 
any of. the bonds issued under the pre- 
ceding section of this act, anc the notes 
so received shall be canceled and net 
reissued. 

Section 3. That hereafter nations! 
banking associations nay take out cir- 
culating notes In the manner now pro- 
vided by law to an amount equal to 
the par value of the bonds deposited 
to secure the same. fut this provision 
shall not apply to any bonds now out- 
standing bearing interest at the rate 
of 2 per cent only. 

Section 4. That hereafter no natioral 
-bank notes of a less demonination than 
$10 shall be issued, and as rapidiy as

Big Birmingham Eaterprise 

The contracts have been let for the 
big electric plant on Powell avenue and 
Nineteenth street. Mr. Thomas Purvis, 
who built the Chalifoux building, was 
the suecessful bidder. The building 
will cover about 150 feet square and 
will be two stories high, with steam 
capacity of 2500 horse power, consisting 
of five 500-horse-power Corliss engines. 
The electrical apparatus will bein keep 
ing with the steam power. It is pro 
posed to utilize the exhaust steam from 
the plant in heating adjoining buildings, 


such as the Morris building, union pas- 


senger station, ete. The plant will fur- 
nish the electrical current to small man- 
afactures and incandescent lights for 
residences, and also electric lights for 
suburan places. The total expenditure 
for the plant, including machinery, will 
be $200,000. All the electric railways 
will be operated from the plant and 
also the electric lights in the city. It 
will have sufficient capacity to furnish 
electricity to the dummy lines when 
they are\converted into electric lines. 
The building will be of brick, stone and 
iron, and as near fire-proof as possible. 
The smoke stack will be of iron, 30 feet 
in diameter at the base and 150 feet 
bigh. 


War on Little Warrior.

HOMICIDE IN KENTUCKY. 


A Feftid Between Prominent Leaders 
Kesults Fatally. 


On Thursday evening State Senator 


W. P. Goebel shot and killed John San- 


ford, cashier of the Farmers -and 
Traders’ bank'at Covington, Ky. 

Senator Goebel accompanied by At- 
torney Generat Hendricks of Kentucky, 
and I’'rank Helm, president of the First 
National bank, were en route to the 
bank. When they reached the door 
there stood Sanford. He shook hands 
with Hendricks, using his left hand. 
Then he asked Goebel if he wrote an 
article attacking him. Geebel an- 
swered: ‘‘I did.” 

Immediately Sanford fired, the ball 
passing throuhh Goebéel's trousers. 
Quick as a flash Goebel leveled his re- 
volver and fired. 

Todo so he had to place the pistol 
beneath Helm's chin. The ball crashed 
through Sanford’s forehead, who fell 
in the doorway of the bank, blood 
oozing from his fatal wounds. Helm’s 
chin was badly powder burned. 

Senator Goebel surrendered himself 
to Chief Goodson who placed him = un- 
der arrest, but allowed him to sit in 
his private oflice. At first he refused 
to discuss the affair, but under the ex- 
citement he gave his version of it. 

*‘Here is the reason [ killed him,” ex- 
claimed the senator, as he showed 
where the ball of Sanford’s pistol had 
passed through his trousers, tearing 
away a portion of cloth. 

“Ile was lying in’ waiting for me,” 
continued the senator. ‘“‘l saw him 
when I reached the gas office, about 
20 feet away. from the steps of the First 
National bank. 1 was om my way to 
the Citizens’ National bank with my 
friend Hendricks. As soon as I saw 
him reach for his revolver 1. reached 
for mine.” : 

President Helm and General Hen- 
dricks give similar versions of the 
tragedy, which was a result of a busi 
ness and political feud of several years 
standing and was nota surprise. Both 
were among Kentucky's best business 
men, being leaders in polities, business 
and society.

The Canadian Novelty Supply Com- 
pany at Hamilton, Ont, 

The following particulars have been 
ascertained regarding the Canadian 
Novelty supply company, ‘charged with 
counterfeiting stamps: 

On April 1, a man giving his nameas 
George Morrison, and who said he was 
engaged in buying and selling bank- 
rupt stocks, rented desk room in the 
store of/ Arthur 8S. Fish, a painter of 
No. 22 King street, Hamilton, Ont.

An Enterprising Ontario Firm Us-

He replied that J 
need not be afraid, as he had delivered 
four similar packages withiaan hour, 
and had received pay wit}anut hesita- 
tion. Asthe Hamilton, coticern had 
said only $300 worth could be supplied 
each month; I knew then the stamps 
were counterfeit and notified the pos- 
tal officials, who obtained possession 
of the stamps.”

THE CUBAN REVOLUTION. 
Situation More Serious—A Waiting 
Policy—Many Arrests. 

A gentleman who left Havana Sat- 
urday says of the situation in Cuba: © 

‘Things are looking rocky, even in 
Havana. Business is depressed in spite 
of the government and Americans who 
have large holdings there. The situa- 
tion is serious, acd is growing worse 
every day. The insurgents have a 
force of more than 10,000 well armed 
and equipped men in the field, and can 
place many more men in service on 
short notice, but their plan is to make 
a guerrilla warfare of it for the pres- 
ent. When the government shows its 
hand fully then they will act, 

Indications in Havana point to great 
secret gatherings of insurgents in va- 
rious parts of the city. ‘The attempt 
to scale the walls of Cabana and the 
efforts to blow up the powder magazine 
have alarmed the authorities thor- 
oughly. Witbin the last three days 
more than 500 arrests have been made 
of suspects. Wholesale arrests are 
still going on and Cabanas is full to 
overflowing. 

Insurgents in the interior are con- 
fessedly waiting for the rainy season. 
More than 100 men have left Havana 
in the last ten days for Puerto Prin- 
cipe to join the insurgents in the move- 
ment contemplated in that province. 


DEATH FROM EFFECTS OF FRIGHT. 
A Mother Saves Her Babe and Dies 
From the Shock, 

Mrs. Elizabeth Whiteway, aged 30, 
died Saturday night at her home, cor- 
ner of Lorain and Root streets, Cleve- 
land, O., of nervous prostration, caused 
by fright. and her mother, Mrs. Wm. 
Herr, of 3599 Wilson avenue, is lying 
at death’s door from injuries received 
at the time her daughter was fright- 
ened.

Tuesday evening's storm extended into 
Georgia. At West Point a white man 
and a negro were killed by lightning. 
Much damage to early crops is reported. 

Henry Mattaw, a well-to-do negro 
farmer, living eight niles west of 
Madison, Miss,, was assassinated Sun- 
day night. ‘Twenty-seven bullet-holes 
were found in his body. No clew to 
the assassination. His life was insured 
for $2,000. 

Mrs. W. E. Seebold of New Orleans, 
La., stationery and artist's materials. 
have asked a respite from creditors. 
Assets, $39,000; liabilities, $21,000. 

Sheridan &-° Quincy, of Knoxville, 
Tenn., carriage manufacturers, have 
assigned.

Atan inquest the jury found 
that Sanford came to his death from a 
wound caused by a pistol ball fired in 
the hands of William Goebel in self- 
defense. . 

* A. spouting oil well was struck. in 
Fentress county, Tenn., a few days ago, 
of which news has just been received. 
Pennsylvania parties have been -boring 
for oil in that county, and at a depth 
of 1,000 feet oil and gas was found. 
The oil is now flowing at the rate of 


twenty-five barrels per hour, This 
well is in the Cumberland plateau. 
The Northeastern railroad was 


bought at foreclosure sale Tuesday by 
Governor Atkinson, who bid it in for 
the state of Georgia. His bid was $100,- 
000, and it was the only one made. The 
road runs from Athens, Ga., to Lula, 
onthe Southern, The line is forty 
miles long. Several years ago the 
state of Georgia indorsed $250,000 of 
the Northeastern’s bonds. The pur- 
chase was to protect the ~ tate, which 
now owns.the property.. Georgia also 
owns the Western and Atlantic from 
Atlanta to Chattanooga. The latter 
road is a fine property. It is leased and 
operated by the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis railroad, whieh 
pays $120,000 a year rental.

This agreement, entered into the 8th 
day of February, 1895, between te sec- 
retary of the treasury of the United 
States, of the first part, and Messrs. 
August Belmont & Co., of New York, on 
begs” of Messrs. N. M. Rothschild & 
Sons of London, England, and them- 
selves; and Messrs. J. P. Morgan & Co. 
of New York, on behalf of Messrs. J. S 
Morgan & Co., of London, and them- 
selves, parties of the second part, wit- 
nesseth : 


wnereas, lt 13 provided by the re- 
vised statutes of the United States (sec- 
tion 3700) that the secretary of the 
treas@y may purchase coin with any 
of the bonds or notes of the United 
States authorized by law, at such rates 
and upon such terms as he may deem 
advantageous to the public interests, 
and the secretary of the treasury now 
deems that an emergency exists in 
which the public interests require that 
as hereinafter provided, coin shall be 
purchased with the bonds of the United 
‘States of the description hereinafter 
mentioned, authorized to be issued 
under the act entitled, “An Act to Pro- 
vide for the Resumption of Specie Pay- 
ments,” approved Jan. 14, 1875, being 
bonds of the United States described in 
an act of congress approved July 14, 
1870, entitled, “An Act to Authorize the 
Refunding of the National Debt; now, 
therefore, do the said parties of the sec- 


ond part hereby agree to sell and de-. 


liver to the United States 3,500,000 
ounces of standard gold coin of the 
United States, at the rate of $17.80441 
| per ounce, payable in United States 4 
per cent thirty-year coupon or regis- 
tered bonds, said bonds to’ be dated 
Feb. 1, 1895, and payable at the pleas- 
ure of the United States after thirty 
years from date, issued under the acts 
of ¢ongress of July 14, 1870, Jan. 29, 
1871, and Jan. 14, 1875, bearing interest 
at the rate of 4 per cent per annum 
payable quarterly. 


First. -Such purchase and sale of 
gold coin being made on the following 
conditions. 


1. At least one-balf of all coin. de- 
livered hereinunder shall be obtained 
in and shipped from Europe, but the 
shipments shall not be required to ex- 
ceed 300,000 ounces per month, unless 
the parties of the second part shall con- 
sent thereto. 

2. All deliveries shall be made at any 
of the svubtreasuries or’ at any other 
legal depository of the United States. 

3. All gold coin delivered shalt be re- 
ceived on the basis of 25 8-10 grains of 
standard gold per dollar,wf within the 
limit of tolerance.

Shortly after 6 o'clock Thursday 
evening flames were discovered in Mac- 
Donald's factory, Montreal Quebec, 
the largest of its kinds in Canada, cov- 
ering several acres of ground on Onta- 
rio street, in Hocheiaga, a suburb of 
this city.

Paternalism When Loaned to a Farmer 
—Reasons Why the People's Party Is 
Becoming the Greatest Factor in Na- 
tional Politics. 


The national banking law is class 
legislation. Those -having $50,000 can 
invest in that amount of non-taxable. 
interest-bearing government - bonds. 
Then they can organize a banking cor- 
poration, and upon depositing these 
bonds with the government as security, 
Uncle Sam will indorse $45,000 of the 
corporatio gs notes, printing aud sup- 
plying them at a tax of one per cent. 
These notes the corporation can use 
the same as money in their banking 


business, loan them out to the people at | 


usurious rates of interest, etc. The 
bonds keep right on drawing interest, 
however, and are non-taxable—a good 
investment in themselves. This privi- 
lege of depositing money (bonds) with 
Uncle Sam, then draw out 90 per cent, 
and stilldraw interest upon the wholeof 
the original deposit, is one which is 
not granted to the poorer classes of 
our people. It would, indeed, be a 
grand thing for our farmers if they 
could sell their crops, invest their re- 
ceipts in bonds, draw interest upon the 
bonds, and the government indorse 
they notes to the amount of 90 per 
cent of their investment in bonds, these 
_hotes to pass current as money in 
liquidating debts and buying ma- 
chinery, provisions, clothing, ete. 
National bankers go into spasms when- 
ever the subject of government loans 
‘to the people is broached, but what in 
the world would they go into if it was 
Seriously agitated that the farmers 
should have the same privilege of in- 
vesting their one hundred or five hun- 
dred dollars in government bonds. as 
Shylock has investing his $50,000? 
And why shonldn’t a farmer's note of 
$10, indorsed by Uncle Sam, be just as 
good as the national banker's $10 note, 
being secured by interest-bearing, non- 
taxable bonds deposited with Uncle 
Sam? There would certainly be no 
difference in the value of the two; one 
would have just as much “basis” and 
“backing” as the other. The only rea- 
son why we can't buy a $10 government 
bond and deposit it at Washington, and 
have UncleSam indorse our note for $9, 
is because this is not a government of, 
by and for the people, but of, by and 
for thé few; because we have class legis- 
lation whereby the rich are made richer 
and the poor made poorer, by being 
taxed and robbed to make the rich 
richer. Let a poor man go to Washing- 
ton and importune Uncle Sam to give 
him the privilege (in proportign to his 
means) as the rich man has, and the as- 
sociated press wires would fairly 
laugh as the message sped over them 
to the four quarters of the earth that a 
fool “crank” called at the treasury de- 
partment and wanted to buy a $10 bond, 
Stuting that he wished to deposit it 
with Uncle Sam to indorse a $9 note 
for him, so he could pay off -$9 of his 
indebtedness and still have $10 left, 
safely invested in an interest-bearing, 
non-taxable bond! He would bea 
“crank,” indeed—about as ‘‘cranky” as 
any “crank” ever gets to be—to expect 
a privilege from the present monopoly 


| government, which is only intended for 
| the favored few and not for the many; 


which is only intended for the non-pro- 


ducing shylock and net for the produc-, 


ing masses. 

No wonder millionaireism is increas- 
ing upon the one hand and pauperism 
upon the other.—Free Trader. 


It Is Diagusting. 

It is disgusting to hear men who 
seem possessed of ordinary sense and 
judgment make the assertion—so often 
heard—*Men can get work who want 
to work,” or “No man need to be idle.” 
Men who make such assertions are

Gov. Stone Arraigns Both Old Partie* 
for Election Frauds. 


In his call to reconvene the legisla- 
ture in Missouri, Gov. Stone recounts 
some of the outrages perpetrated in the 
large cities of that state and recom- 
mends the passage of laws that will 
prevent their recurrence. He says: “In 
the preservation of a free representa- 
tive government nothing is so import- 
ant as the purity of elections. Generally 
throughout this state I am confident 
elections are characterized: by high in- 
tegrity. But, unfortunately, this is not 
trug in the largest cities. is known 
that gross frauds have been commit- 
ted in those cities. The inducement 
and opportunity for corrupt practices 
in Jarge populous municipalities are 


@reat, and experienve proves that dis- 


honest men of all parties have not been 
slow to debauch. the-elective franchise 
Not a few consummate and dastardly 
outrages have been perpetrated. Can- 
dor will compel a general admission 
that the disgrace of election frauds is 
fairly divided between the adherents 
of the differeut political organizationa. 
The truth of this statement is made 
evident by the fact that both repub- 
licans and. democrats, so called, have 
been recently. indicted in St. Louis and 
Kansas City for participation in such 
frauds. In one of the wards in Kansas 
City, which has a “boss” so conspicu- 
ous and potent that the ward is cur- 
rently referred to as his ward, there 
are twice as many voters registered as 
there are. adult majes residing therein. 
This “boss” is a noted republicas poll!- 
tician. In the same city it is well 
known that election returns have been 
fraudulently changed in the office of 
the recorder of voters -so as to alter 
the result at. the polls as certified by 
the judges of election. The officer un- 
der whose administration the crime 
was perpetrated was a democrat. When 
such wrongs are not only possible, but 
are actually and boldly committed, if 
is evident that the public safety imper- 
atively requires such changes in the 
law as will not only ternmitnate existing 
abuses, but prevent their repetition ito

'preasive ae Hie Culture Ad 

The most curious imitations which 
we find to dogs is a to the measdre of 
expression to which they havegnt, 
tained. Among the savage forefathers 
of the modern dog the characteristics 
of all their utterances wus, to a great 
extent, lovoluntary, and once begun 
the outcry was continued Ip a me 
ebanical manner. 

The effect of advancing culture on 
she dog, however, bas been gra(ually 
lo decrease this: ancient undifferent!- 
ated mode of expression by bowling 
and yelping, and to replace it by the 
much more speech like bark, says @ 
writer in Scribner's Magazine. Tiere 
Is some doubt whether dogs possessed 
by anvages have the power of uttering 
the sharp, specialized note which is so 
characteristic of the civilized form of 
phetr epectes. 

It la clear, however, that If they have 
the power of thus expressing them- 
pelves they use it but rarely. Ou the 
other band, our high-bred dogs have to 
a great extent lost the power to express 
themselves in the ancient way. Many 
ef our breeds appear to have become 
incapable of ululating. There |s no 
doubt but the change In the mode of ex- 
pression greatly increases the capacity 
of our dogs to set forth their states of 
wind. 

If we catch a bich-bred dog—one with 
& wide range of sensibilities whieh we 
may may find tn breeds which lave 
jong been closely associated with man 
—wWe may readi!y note five or ait Wa- 
tleties of sound jn the bark, cach of 
which Is clenrly related to a certala 
state of mind. That of weleome, of 
fear, of rnge, of donbt, and of pure fun 
are almost always perfectly distinet to 
the educated ear, and. this, although 
the observer may bot be acquainted 
with the creature. If he knows him 
well he may be able to dist'ngulsh vart- 
bus other Intonutions —those which ex- 
press Impatience, and even an clement 
of sorrow. This last note verges to- 
ward a howl.

Much gratification is expressed al 
the state department over the reported 
acquiesence by China in the treaty of 
peace with Japan, as ratifications of

Decrease tn Immgtration. 

Never before have the immigration 
laws been. enforced more rigidly, and 
one result of this restrictive policy is 
shown in the falling off of neatly 50 
per cent. since 1893. Every immigrant 
is required to pass a searching exami- 
nation before he is permitted to land, 
and if there is good reason to believe 
that he belongs to any prohibited 
chasses he is at once returned to the 
country whence he came, at the ex- 
pense of the steamship comp3uy bring- 
ing him over. 

During the last year or two, the 
steamship companies have found it to 
their interest to co-operate with~the 
officials in keeping out undesirable 
persons and the results of these com- 
bined efforts have been very satifacto- 
ry.

Naval Officers Must Not Lie. 

The.court martial of a naval officer 
for perjury is a novelty in naval expe- 
rience in the United States, so far as 
the best memories go. This, however, 
is the leading specification under 
which Medical Inspector Edward 
Kershner, fleet surgeon of Admiral 
Meade’s squadron, has been ordered by 
Secretary Herbert to appear before a 
court martial at the New York navy 
yard on Monday, May 6. 

The first charge relates to a violation 
of the naval regulations by Dr. Kersh- 
ner in forwarding privately to Sur- 
geon- General Tryon and Medical Direc- 
tor Delvan Bloodgood, retired, substi- 
tute copies of Capt. Evans’ report, with 
Admiral Meade's indorsement, regard- 


ing the failure of the doctor to go as [ 


ordered on board a Nova Scotian ves. 
sel at Bridgetown, Barbados, in re- 
sponse toan emergency call. ‘These 
doeuments were subsequently publish- 
ed in newspapers in the United States. 

The secoud charge is that of scandal- 
ous conduct to the destruction of good 
morals, and its first specification reeites 
that Dr, Kershner before a court of 
inqu'ry on the New York at Kingston 
on oath testified that no copy of any 
part of the correspondence had left his 
hands except a second indorsement of 
the admiral, well knowing that his 
sworn testimony was false and intend- 
ed to deceive. 

Naval officers declare there is no 
record of such acase. In March, 1892, 
Commander James D. Grabain, com- 
manding the Monitor at Richmond, 
was convicted of a simple falsehood, 
but not of perjury.

He may preserve his brother- 
hood, but an organization helpless to 
accomplish the object for which it fa in- 
tended, by reason of existing dtviston, 
is worse than naught, inasmuch aa it 
tends to perpetuate the very evil which 
organization seeks to destroy; it is the 
morbid competition and strife among 
workmen themselves. Of what. avail 
is class organization and universal or- 
ganization to workmen when there ta 
strife among the two? Can we afford 
the waste of time and energy which 
these two require to fight out their 
theories? Can they ever settle it by 
fighting? No, it is high time for every 
union and non-union man tod feel the 
responsibility resting upon him to put 
a stop to this infamous duel at the ex< 
pense of million of tollers. It is high 
time, in this age of intelligence and ac-. 
quired experience, that we should rise 
above partisanship, above prejudice, 
and above sham loyalty to our labels: 
but rather let union be our commen ob- 
ject, whether it be through “federation” 
or any other way. For when men work 
in harmony it is not hard to find the 
best way. Let us do this even if our 
leaders do it not, for responsibility rests 
on @ach oné of us as heavily as it does 
on the leaders. Let compromise and 
not antagonism, harmony and hot dis- 
cord, lead us steadily to union.—Inter- 
national Railroader.

If federation is the thing, why do not 
the official journals of the brotherhoods 
concerned inspire thetr readers to actiy- 
ity with the object of carrying federa- 
tion- into practice? The only journal 
that has, as yet, made itself prominest 
in this respect, is the Railroad Teleg- 


‘rapher; the others, while they do not 


speak against, are quite reserved in en- 
couragement. You read in the journals 
all kinds of interesting subjecta, but 
not of that concerning federation. It 
has been said that this is a matter to be 
decided by the men themselves: but if 
federation is for the benefit of the em- 
ployes, should not-the journals of the- 
least ai few 
pages in each issue to the subject of fed- 
eration? Surely it is as important that 
it be kept before the minds of the mem- 
bers as are the biographies of grand offi- 
cers. It is a fact that it is the preach- 
ing of their journal that has stirred 
telegraphers most prominently to ac- 
tion in the work of federation. It may 
not be out of place to ask right here 
why it-is that an organization like the 
International Brotherhood of Railway 
Track Foremen should be kept out of 
federation. Its official organ stiows the 
intelligence of the membership to be 
not inferior to that of the others, and 
its roster spcaks of 242 lodges; it is to 
all appearances an organization of 
railroad employes as qualified to mem- 
bership-in the federation as are. the 
ethers. Upon what meat, then, does 
this our Caesar, “federation,” feed, that 
he has grown s0 great?—International 
Railroader.

Be Morgan- Rothschild Agents —The

Chicago, Ill., May 21.—A special! to the 
Post from Washington says; The dia- 
covery that there is ap actual basis for 
the report that the Morgan-Rothschild 

| bond syndicate is conspiring to corner 
the gold market has been regarded as 
8 foolish canard. It is a fact, however, 
that brokers representing this syndi- 
| cate have been paying a premium for 
the refined gold. output of the private 
| refineries. throughout the west during 
the past two months, and that they are 
accumulating fine gold at the rate of 
$2,500,000 to $3,000,000 per month, which 
represents fully two-thirds of the en- 
| tire gold output of the United States. 

The attention of officials of the treas- 
ury department was first attracted to 
peculiar business by the sharp fallinge 
off in the deposits of gold at the mints, 
and inquiry very soon developed that 

| Private parties were buying the prod- 
| uct of the refineries. 


| Further inquiry revealed tHat the 


, metal was purchased and was drifting 
to New York, where it is being put in 
Store to the credit of the Morgan-Roths- 

| child syndicate. In order to divert the 

Stream from its usual channels leading 

| into the United States mints, the pri- 
vate purchasers have been obliged to 

pay a premium of 11% to 1‘ cents. 

The premium paid for most of the 
gold was 18 cents but so anxious have 
been the buyers_to increase their lines 
and get everything in sight that they 
have marked up their quotations during 
| the last few days. 

At the present time they are getting 
| practically the entire output of the 
| United States excepting for the ex- 
treme western coast. Many long- 

headed men in Washington and Wall 
street, who are familiar with the meth- 
| ods of the parties composing the syndi- 
cate have jumped to the conclusion that 
the foundation is being laid for another 
bond deal before congress meets again. 

The last bond deal of $62,000,000 has 
been pretty well closed out, over $51,- 
(00,000 in gold having been paid out of 
the $62,500,000 and it is generally be- 

lieved that the entire deal will be 
cleaned up~before the first day of 
August. Under the terms of contract 
with the treasury department, the Mor- 
gan-Rothschild syndicate has an option 
on any new bonds that may be issued 
by the government prior to Oct. 1 next. 

The treasury is absolutely in their 
hands until that date. If from natural 
causes or through chicanery and man- 
ipulation the administration is obliged 
to issue another batch of bonds to 
maintain. the gold reserve, the sale 
must be made to the syndicate that took 
the last issue. There is_no escape from 
such action. It was nominated apeci- 
fically in the contract signed by. direc- 
{tion of the President. The clause in 

which the syndicate agrees to main- 
tain the treasury reserve leaves the

reaching from one pole to the other 
and firm enough to carry heavy bur- 
Uens. The frame of the mat is one 
tong willow twig, which has to be 
boaked and twisted in shape while wet, 
and the mat ts just a mesh of simply 
proven leather straps.

Slaughter of Brazilian Villagers by

dispatch narrates that some Brazilian 
adventurers’ captured -and robbed a 
Frenchman named Trajano, a settler 
on the boundary. 
had been similarly treated, and conse- 
quently the governor sent the dispatch 
vessel Bengali and a number of marines 
to restore order. When the vessel] 
reached Mapa fifteen boat loads of ma- 
rines went up the river tifteen miles 
Lunier and some of the marines landed, 
and the captain, carrying a fiag of 
truce, proceeded with a bugler and a 
sergeant toward the village where 
Trajano was held. intending to demand 
his release.

When they came into the presence 
of Chief Gabral, the latter treacher- 
ously -firedat Captain Lunier and ot- 
dered his followers toshoot the Freneh- 
nen.

To give this option 
to the creditors causes the dearer metal 
to -be demanded ‘and it thus grows 
dearer and dearer and a pacity is per- 
manently broken, and the gap grows 
wider and wider. When the debtor has 
the option these two metals will oscil- 
late close to a parity and substantially 
a8 ata parity. This oscillation is the 
elacticity that bimetallism gives to 
primary money. 

Mr. Harvey then referred to the de- 
monetization act and the scandals 
which were rife at the time it went 
into effect, and said that at-this period 
by national legislation a money trust 
was formed. Silver at that time was 
at a slight premium over gold. 

Silver then began to fall, as measured 
in gold, and the breach in the com- 
merelal parity of the two metals gradu- 
ally widened. With redemption, gold 
asserted its importance, and silver cor- 
respondingly declined. Under the 
Bland-Allison act of 1878 creditors be- 
Ban to make their notes, bonds and 
mortgages payable in gold, to the ex- 
clusion of all other forms of legal ten- 
der money. This increased the de- 
mand for gold. Silver had ceased to 
be a primary money. . 

The speaker asked: “What is the 
remedy?” and replied: * 

“Let us have nothing more to do with 
the men who have assisted in tying the 
hands of this great nation, and deliver- 
ing its financial policy over to the gold 
gamblers of the world. The bank of 
the Rothsehilds in England is now be- 
hind the United States treasury. They 
are our financial agents; our financial 
managers. We are paying them the 
princely salary of $8,000,000 for each 
six months of their valuable services. 
We are in the hands of the pawnbrok- 
ers of Europe.” 

The remedy, he declared, was to re- 
Store silver; put it on a legal ratio with 
gold; repeal all laws discriminating 
between the two metals, and put sil- 
ver in competition with gold as quickly 
as possible.” 

Continuing, he said: “Silver once in 
competition with gold, and this. will 
teke some of the demand off of gold. 
To that extent it will lower the value 
of gold. The extra demapd for silver 
will raise its value. Everything will 
advance in value at once. We can show 
gold that we do not depend on it for 
money. It will then be our slave. It is 
how our tyrant. It will then come back 
and beg us to take it as in 1873, when it

There is much for complaint as to 
the manner in which figures are pre 
sented by the treasury department for 
the information of the people with re- 
gard to the financial affairs of the gov-° 
ernment. If anything in world 
Should be. made easy to understand, 
it is matter pertaining to the transac- 
tion of the public business and the ecns- 
tody and application of the public 
funds. But, in fact, it is practically im- 
possible for the majority of intelligent 
citizens to derive from the treasury 
Statements any definite and ‘satisfac-” 
tory Knowledge in this relation. It is 
to be presumed that the figures are ac- 
curate; but they “re so tabulated as to 
put them beyond ordinary comprehen- 
sion. There is a way—of unraveling 
their mystery and getting at their real 
meaning, but it is a seerét of the ex- 
perts, and even they do not always ; 
agree in their interpretations. The av- 
erage person who undertakes to fiud 
out the true condition of things is sura 
to be disappointed. There is a kind 
of arithmetic employed with which he 
is not familiar, and the longer he stud- 
ies it the more bewildering it becomes 
to him. The simplest factsjare placed 
before him in a complicated fashion, 
and he cannot be certain that he gets a 
correct view of any point in which he is 
interested. 

There is surely no good reason why 
these statements to which the peuple 
look for information concerning tho 
management of the national finances 
should be constructed in such ‘a tech- 
nical and perplexing manner. It is not 
necessary to entangle figures untit they 
defeat all popular inquiry; and yet that 
is the effect of the present system! No 
man of ordinary business experience 
can tell from such data the actual con- 


the 


dition of affairs in any important re- 


speet, and he is lucky if he avoids be- 
ing misled and deceived. In March, 
for instance, the revenue came within 
about $246,000 of equaling the expendl- 
tures, and yet the debt statement 
showed an increase of over $15,000,000, 
whereas in April there was a deficit of 
$5,700,000 and an increase of about 
$9,000,00) in the debt. Moreover, in 
spite of the deficiency in April, the fig- 
ures represented an addition to the 
amount in the treasury.

His work for the college was 
so exacting that bo had not time for 
literature. Thé impulse to write poetry 
returned; yet the next book he pub- 
lahed was the prose “Hyperion,” which 
appeared in 1839, and which, though it 
has little plot or action, may be called 
& romance. The youthful and poetic 
hero, a passionate pligrim in Europe, 
was, more or jess, a reflection of Long- 
fellow himself. 

A fow montha later, {n tho same year, 
ho published his Orat volumo of poetry 
e-“Volces of the Night"—in which ho 
reprinted certain of his earlier verses, 
most of them written while he was at 
Bowdoin. Some of these boyish verses 
show the influence of Bryaut, and oth- 
ers reveal to us that the young poet 
had not yet looked at life for himecif, 
but still saw it through the stained- 
class windows of European tradition. 
The same volume contained also some 
more reeent poems: “The Beleaguered 
Olty,.” and “The Reaper and the Flow- 
ers,” and the “Psalm of Life’ perhaps 
the first of his poems to win a awift and 
abiding popularity, These lyrics test! 
fled that Longfellow was beginning to 
have astylo of hisown. As Hawthorno 
wrrote to him, “Nothing equal to them 
was over written in this world—this 
Wostern world, I mean." 

Certainly no American anthor had yet 
written any poem of the kind ao good 
na the best of those in Longfellow's vol- 
nmo of “Ballads,” printed two years 
later, Better than any othor American 
poet Langfellow hnd mastered tho dif- 
Heulties of tho story In song; and ho 
knew how to combine tho swiftness and 
the picturesqueness tho ballad requires. 
His ballads hay more of tho old-time 
mingle, morg of the early simplicity, 
than those of any modern English au- 
thor. Of its kind, there ta nothing bet- 
ter in tho language than “he Skeleton 
In Armor,” with {ts splendil lyric 
ewing; and “The Village Blacksmith” 
and “The Wrock of tho ‘Hesperus’ " are 
almoat as good-in their humbler sphere, 
“Excelsior,” ux the sane volume, voices 
the nobler aspirations of youth, and hag 
been taken to heart by thousands of 
Bova nod Wirls.—St Nicholas

Mr. ‘T. S. Moore, of Tensas, Baldwin 
county, sent to the Mobile Register 
last Saturday a box full of. the new 
lle says that he has six or seven 
acres of cotton and on May 31 found 
that its bad condition was due to the 
presence of these insects. Fully one- 
third of this cotton has been killed.

The tide of business is rising even ag 
it was falling two years ago, with sur- 
prising rapidity.

But the period of 
dullness which comes in each market 
after ait Unusual rise bri yet 
nothing like a corresponding decline. 

Industries gain much, halt or fall 
back a little, and then gain once more. 
The demand for consumption steadily 
increases as the temperamen® 
wages of the people increase. T 
mand for money expands, ore 
29° per cent larger 
counts for the country, arid another 
percent. There are more comme 
loans than a year ago, and all but 
report some gains. One serious 
tion remains—whether the crops 
be fullenongh to sustain a lar 
ness. But the worst reports tod 
better by far than the estima 
cently current. ; 

Cotton declined ‘4, with better 
weather at the south, but became ex- 
cited and prices rose again with the 
report of only 11.6 per cent decrease in 
acreage. Witha tenth smaller yield 
per acre and acreage 11.6 per cent 
less than lact year the yield would 
still exeeed 7,700,000 bales, which, with 
heavy stocks carried over, would for- 
bid the idea ofa famine. But-—a late 
cropis more exposed to injury June be- 
gee with 9,553,393 bales already in 
sigbt and 3,302,350 American remain 
ing commercial stocks, while European 
spinners held May 1 over 1,000,000 
according to Ellison. 

Cotton mills} are doing very well, 
with very satisfactory orders already 
for prominent lines, and the market is 
strong, with occasional further ad- 
vances. In knit goods there is also 
some improvement and higher prices 
for yarn, though prices have been: cut ~ 
in some kinds of hosiery. The effort 
to end the Olneyville strike was not 
wholly suceessfull, and in a few other 
woolen mills, strikes have occurred, 
but the demand for goods looks better 
and a fair start has been made in or- 
ders for fall goods. :

The Chronicle bas issued its annual 
Statement of cotton acreage, stand and 
condition. ‘The estimated decrease in 
acreavze by states is as follows: North 
Carolina, 20 per cent; South Carolina, 
10 per cent: Georgia, 13 per cent; Flor- 
ida, 5 per cent: Alabama, 11 per cent; 
Mississippi, g#per cent; Louisiana, 14 
per cent; Texas, 11 per cent; Arkansas, 
12 per cent; Teanessee, 9 percent; other 
states and territories, 12'¢ p:r cent 
The averave decrease is 11.6 per cent 
The acreage is 17,767,663 against —20,- 
17.247. "The small decrease in Fiorida 
is due to larger planting of sea i-land 
cotton. 

The crop is unquestionably late. The 
condition up to May 27 was not favor- 
able: Itis not certain whether per- 
manent injury has resulted or not, 
probably serious harm has resuited in 
only limite areas. (Cultivation has 
not been as thorough as it was a year 
ago : 

There nas been a very heavy decrease 
in the taking of commercial fertilizers, 
but of home-made fertilizers a slightly 
greater use is reported. 

The condition of the plant was less 
satisfactory at the close of the month 
than atthe same date last year. The 
states of less promise are the Carolinas 
and Georgia, but the plant is late al- 
most everywhere, and so is farm work.

The 
hard work of the club is intrusted to a 
committee on sound currency, of which 
John DeWitt .Warner, formerly repre- 
sentative in congress, is chairman, anid 
Calvin Tompkins is secretary,, They 
were compelled only the other day to 
secure their presnt commodious quar- 
ters in order to carry on the cttisade 
against free silver. 

The club believes that the present 
free-silver craze is due largely to the 
ignorance of the masses on financial 
questions, and that the quickest way to 
check the fallaéy and make sound cur- 
rency legislation possible is to educate 
the voters by carefully prepared papers 
aud pamphlets from the pens of well- 
known writers on the currency expe- 
of this and other countries. 
This is the work which the con mittee 
on sound currency has undertaken. 
Byron W. Holt and L. Carroll Root look 
after the editing of the sound money 
hewspaper articles that appear regu- 
larly in the several supplements of the 
club, and Mr. H. S. T. Kissam. of Yale 
university, attends to a good part of 
the correspondence. 

The club has been busy for more than 
a year in getting classified lists of vot- 
ers, and has spent many thousands of 
dollars in this work alone. | 

For example, if it is desired to reack 
bank officials, the Secretary of the com- 
mittee can, within a comparatively 
short time, communicate direetly with 
nore than 30,000 bank presidents and 
cashiers scattered throughout the coun- 
(ry. Again, the names of more than a 
million of the most prominent farmers 
in the United States are in the list of 
the elub’s classified addresses. 

Setretary Holt keeps a watchful eye 
on the Newspapers of the country, and 
sees. that they are constantly supplied 
with all sorts of arguments and articles 
bearing on the campaign. - The result 
that the club's efforts are pretty 
thoroughly heralded up and down the 
land, and every mail brings in marked 
copies of newspaper articles or a big 
batch of letters maid inquiries of one

kind or another.

ments” filled. with solid money litera- 
ture are sent out every week. and be- 
ginnine now a “plate matter” factory 
to supply fresh plate matter on the 
currency question to every paper in the 
land that wants it. and the cost will be 
only the freight or express charges. 

The work of the Reform club. how- 
ever, does not begin to meet the needs 
of the case. In the west there are two 
Silver papers to every gold-basis organ, 
and silver orators are legion. 

But the club does not confine its op- 
erations to its subscribers and support- 
ers alone. It is reaching out after the 
students in the colleges and universi- 
ties. For example. in Cornell, Colum- 
bia, Michigan university, aud the Col- 
lege of the City of New York, the club's 
publications have many readers, and 
they forme# themselves into centers for 
the dissemination of sound curreacy 
literature.

CARLISLE'S SPEECH. 


COMES OUT BOLDLY FOR A 
GOLD STANDARD. 


Coached by the Money Power—A Few 
Holes Punctured in It by the Trench- 
ant Pen of 
Howler. 


a Chronie Calamity 


The speeches of Secretary Caflisle at 
Memphis and Covington may be said 
to be the ablest presentation of the sub- 
ject from the standpoint of the gold- 
Standard men. It is certainly a speech 
that is caleulated to deceive many peo-

has been a 600d deal of lying done 
about the “crime of 1873." He says 
there was no crime committed; that 
what is called the demonetization act 
was not passed by stealth, and that we 
had at that time practically been on a 
sold basis for thirty-five years.

It would be meeting the 
Rothschilds at their own game. On the 
whole a careful treading of Mr. Car- 
lisle’s speeches only strengthens the 
opinion we formed twenty years ago 
that neither gold nor ‘silver is a safe 
and sound currency.
